Iloss, of the state agricultural 
department, issued a circular Friday 
afternoon in which he says: 


"Although published cotton reports 


put the present crop of Texas at from 
2,000,000 
to 
2,400,000 bales, I 
be- 


lieve it will be even less than 1,- 
500,000, and I hazard the opinion, 
based 
upon 
official 
information 


from 
other 
states, 
that 
the 


crop in the United States will not ex- 
ceed 7,000,000 bales, and in all proba- 
bility will fall much below that quan- 
tity. At no time during the last 30 
years has the crop of Texas been so 
nearly all gathered up to date and the 
fact has increased receipts and is mis- 
leading. The whole crop will probably 
be gathered by October 1. I advise 
farmers to market their cotton slowly."

"The barrier 
of 
gold 


would be more fatal than any barrier of 
a custom-house. 
The bond of silver 


would be stronger than any bond of 
free trade." There can be no doubt 
about it, that if the United States were 
to adopt a silver basis 
tomorrow, 


British trade would be ruined before 
the year was out. 
Every American in- 


dustry would be protected, not only at 
home, but in every other market. Of 
course, tbe United States would suffer 
to a certain extent through having to 
pay her obligations abroad in gold, but 
the loss on exchange under this head 
would be a mere drop in tbe bucket 
compared witb the profits to be reaped 
from the markets of South America 
and Asia, to eay nothing of Europe. 
Tbe marvel is £hat the United States 
has not long ago seized the opportun- 
ity, and but for the belief that the way 
of England is necessarilly the way to 
commercial success and prosperity, un- 
doubtedly it would have been done long 
ago. Now Americans are awakening 
to the fact that "so long as they nar- 
row their amibitou becoming a larger 
Cnglaud" they cannot beat us. It has 
eon a piece of luck for us that it has 
lever before occurred to tbe Americana 
o scoop us out of the world's markets 
y going on a silver basis, and it might 
orve us right if, irritated by the con- 
emtuous apathy of our government to 
he gravity of the silver "problem, the 
Americans retaliate by freezing out 
gold. It could easily bo done, and we 
>ropose shortly to show, by evidence 
lollected from perfectly unprejudiced 
ources, that even now the process has 
begun, and is proceeding at a rate that 
vill astonish most people and probably 
make this country regret that it did 
not at an earlier stage fashion its mone- 
;ary policy on principles of friendliness 
;o other nations, instead of on a basis 
of short-sighted selfishness.

The consequent' 
appreciation in the price of gold and 
the increase in exchange between Mox- i 
ico and the gold standard countries at' 
once operated to reduce importations 
and stimulate home manufactories. 


HOW TARIFF WAS HELPED. 
"The added price of exchange was in 


effect an addition to the tariff. Tho 
importer added to the original cost the 
duty and cost of exchange. Our cotton 
and woolen mills already in operation 
were obliged to enlarge their capacities 
and new ones -were established. 
The 


number of operatives necessarily had to 
be greatly increased. 


To show the falling off in the con- 


sumption of foreign merchandise, 
it 


may be said that the year prior to the 
increase of foreign exchange on silver, 
our customs collections at the ports of 
entry amounted to $22,000,000. The 
next year they were $14,000,000. 
In 


the fiscal year ending in 1890 our im- 
portations exceeded $52,000,000. In 
the fiscal year ending in 1895 they were 
slightly in excess of $34,000,000. On 
the other hand, our exportations in- 
creased. In 1890-91 they amounted to 
$63,000,000, and in 1 #94-95 to $90,000, 
000. 
r There was nothing in the nature 


of a commercial panic consequent upon 
the sharp advance in silver exchange. 


"Our merchants are conservative and 


careful, and bank and business failures 
are happily rare in Mexico under any 
circumstances. 
As to wages and the 


condition of laboring meu, considering 
tbe nature of the work and the classes 
of industry, they compare favorably 
with those in other countries. 


"The demand for skilled labor has 


grown witb the great increase in the 
number of mills and manufactories. 
This demand in all branches of labor 
is strong. 


"Tbe added exchange has not im- 


paired the value of our dollar, as ap- 
plied to. tbe purchase of articles of 
home manufacture. 
Its buying power 


is unchanged in this respect, and prices 
for domestic merchandise and produce 
vary O7ily according to tbe supply and 
the demand. 


'Heavy investments of foreign capi- 


tal in Mexican enterprises have been 
made since tbe appreciation of gold 
elsewhere. 


"There is another point of view: 


The foreign debt of the country is pay- 
able in gold. 
The duties on imported 


merchandise are collected in silver or 
on that basis. 
The high rates of ex- 


change, together with the decrease in 
our customs collections, heretofore al- 
luded to, have caused a considerable 
shrinkage in this source of revenue.

pleasure of introducing 
"Honorable 


Harry Ball, who would discuss the 
issues of the campaign." Frank said 
this with a flourish and looked tickled 
to death. 


The Honorable Harry - Ball 
then 


started in to talk the thirteen to death. 
This is the same Harry, who once upon 
a time in days gone by, made an ad- 
dress of welcome to the Hon. Jaines G. 
Elaine, when that lamented statesman 
paid a visit to Portsmouth. Mr. Blaine 
had less than a couple of hours to 
spend in Portsmouth altogether, and 
they do say that Harry's welcome con- 
sumed forty minutes of the time, leav- 
ing Mr. Blaine only about twenty min- 
utes to speak. 


Mr. Ball was feeling just as good 


last night as he did when he talked 
Mr. Blaine to death, and between his 
speech and the warm weather, there 
are said to be several cases of nervous 
prostration in the 
East 
End. , He 


opened his address by telling 
the 


thirteen that he was going to talk to 
them just like he had been talking to 
the farmers. 
He wasn't going to be 


oratorical or anything of the kind. He 
then proceeded to give a historical re- 
view of money, telling how the sav- 
ages did, how they did in Europe in 
the eleventh and twelfth centuries, and 
all that. 
By the time he had gotten 


up to the present day, the thirteen 
were in bad shape. Recorder Jim 
Spencer bad mined his celluloid collar 
with perspiration, and Policeman Sam 
Williams had fled at the close of the 
sixteenth century. 
Nothing daunted, 


Harry waded into the financial ques- 
tions of the present day, telling all he 
knew.

ing- orders to the Bancroft have been 
issued bj the navy department, di- 
recting Commander Charles Uelknap, 
her commanding- oflieer, to leave New 
York Saturday, and after taking- ex- 
plosives at Tompkinsville, to proceed 
to Gibraltar and there report by tele- 
graph to Adrn.

In his Columbus speech Sena tor Sher- 


man said that in the act of 1S53 "the 
silver dollar was not. mentioned and 
practically was excluded from coinage 
and circulation" and that "the drop- 
ping- of the standard silver dollar in the 
act of 1873 was precisel3r r?s was done 
in 1S53." 


Now either John Shertniin's assertion 


or the report of the director of the. mint 
is wrong. One flatly contradicts the 
other and most people will think that 
the director ought to know more about 
this matter than John Sherman. 


According to the director's 
report 


there W;LS but one year from 1353 to 
1S73 in which silver dollars were not 
coined, the exception being- 1S37. In 
1871 there were 1,137,136 dollars coined 
and in' 1S73 1,118,000. In 1S73 the mint 
Ivad. turned out 206,600 when operations 
were suddenly stopped by the passage 
of the act of February 12, which dropped 
the <lollar from the list of coins and 
prohibited its further coinage. From 
the passage of the act of 1S73 un-til the 
passa-go of the Blaml-Alllson 
act of 


137S, not a dollar was coined, the sli- 
ver work at the mints being confined 
to subsidiary coins. So it appears John 
Sherman is wrong: wrong iwrain. but 
that is nothing unusiirvl for John: he is 
used to l>eing- wrong.—Allxsny Times- 
Union.
